freight boats on the East Coast in- 
and waterway, is making plains to in- 
crease the capital stock ot the com- 
pany to $1.000,000. and invest $500- 
000 of this amount in new boats and 
the other $500.000 in docks and termi- 
nals along the inland waterway, is 
;he report received here 
yesterday 


from the headquarters 
of the com- 


pany in Jacksonville. 


It Is stated that the plans to in- 


crease the capital stock and greatly 
enlarge the business of the company 
are now well under way and if the 
efforts to indui$.'the federal govern- 
ment to take over and operate the wa- 
terway are successful, all cities and 
towns along the East Coast Inland 
waterway will be furnished with regu- 
lar and adequate freight and passer. 
ger boat service. 


Plans of the company call for the 


building of three passenger and four 
freight boats at once and later three 
more treight boats will be added to 
the fleet The passenger boats will 
be built 
eui-lusneb for 
passenger 


fertile and the freight boats will be 
of the new steel barge t>pe 


The 
new steel barge 
"Halifax." 


which the compan> has rei entl> had 
built at Mobile is now at Jacksonville, 
where the superstructures are being 
added and the boat put into condition 
for service in the waterway between 
Jacksonville and Daytona. The barge 
passed by New Smyrna last Monday 
morning about 6 o'clock on the way 
from Mobile to Jacksonville. 


The steel barge is constructed to 


handle 150 tons of freight on a draft 
of 3V4 feet and is propelled by gaso- 
line engines 
These 
engines are to 


be changed to burn oil 
instead of 


gasoline 
The barge made the trip 


from Mobile to Pensacola in the open 
sea and averaged 9V4 miles per hour 
on this trip 
In the inland waterway 


from Miami to Jacksonville the aver- 
age was C% miles per hour. 


The Howard company is very well 


pleased with the showing made by 
the barge on the trip to Jacksonville 
and announces that in future all new 
freight boats for use in the inland 
waterwaj will be made this type.

ATTORNEY GENERAL SAYS THE 


COURTS MAY CONSTRUE POR- 


TION OF THE STATE PRIMARY 


LAW INVALID. 


That there is some question about 


the validity of that portion ot the 
primary election law which provides 
that 
the 
registration for primary- 


election shall be sufficient tor general 
election, IT the opinion expressed by 
T. F. West, state attorney general. 
The opinion of the attorney general 
of the state is ghen in a communica- 
tion to H. Clay Crawford, secretary 
of state, in response 
to an inquiry 


trom that official, and the advice of 
the attorne} general is that every vo- 
ter should see that he is fully regis- 
tered on the general election books. 


Attornej General West's communi- 


cation to the secretary of state is as 
follow s: 


The question a<s to what the legis- 


lature intended should be done by the 
supervisors of registration in making 
the registration for the primary elec- 
tion a substitute for registration for 
the general election has been repeat- 
edly asked this department. 


"The particular statute requiring a 


•onstrurtlon is the second and fourth 
paragraphs- of section 
9 of chapter 


t>409, law- ot Florida, as amended by 
section 1. chapter bS74, which reads 
as follows-; 


' 'That all persons who have hereto- 


fore registered or who may hereafter 
register under the provisions of chap- 
ter 6469 of the laws of Florida, acts 
of 1913. in election precincts which, 
are not located wholly or in part with- 
in a city of more than 20.000 popula- 
tion shall be deemed duly registered 
for all general primary elections and 
all general and special elections so 
long as they continue to reside in the 
election precinct iu 
which they 8O 


registered and their Mmea..8l}aU be,,.

Problems for Supervisors. 


"The problems confronting the sup- 


ervisors of registration, as they seem 
to see it. is (1) whether they should

books for the general election or tran- 
scribe the names from the primary 
books to the general election books, 
and (2) if the latter construction pre- 
vail, whether under such construction, 
the electors who have registered for 
the primary, but whose names are not 
registered 
in the general election 


books, should be required to make a 
separate and independent registration- 
tor the general 
election; 
in other 


words, would the transcription from 
the primary books to the general elec- 
tion books be a sufficient registration 
for the general election? 


1 would be pleased for you to give 


me your opinion as to a proper con- 
strue tion of the statute above quoted.' 


"t'nder existing statutes there are 


two systems of registration as a pre- 
requisite to voting in this state, one 
for the registration ot electors in prim- 
ary elections, the other for the regis- 
tration of electors in gerenal elections, 
the two separate and independent sets 
of registration books are kept in each 
ounty for the purpose. 
"If the 
provisions of the statute 


quoted in your letter are valid, I think

1802, 
n Great Britain, and from 1809 to 
1814, in Ireland, were all prohibition 
periods. All of these were war peri- 
ods. 


The first of the prohibitions, and 


the longest, extended from March, 
1757, 
to 
December, 1759. That the 


prohibition was so long 
sustained 


was due to the success of the initial 
experiment, and to the 
petitions 


which flowed into parliment praying 
for the continuance of the interdict. 
Such petitions came from cities Vke 
Bristol. Liverpool and Bath, declar- 
ing that "since the laws prohibiting
